ing, 

According to the story unfolded by 
the andian witnesses Spotted Eagle 
bad been drinking moonshine and 
with} a number of friends got into a| 
democrat to go home. While on the! 
way they met a man whom they 
thought was a Loukobour who 
signalled to them. Stopping Spotted 
Eagle bought a bottle from this in- 
dividual, paying $2.75 for it. The In- 
dians then proceeded on their way 
up Skunk Tallow Hill with Spotted 
Eagie sitting in the bottom and at the 
back of the democrat, One of the In- 
dians looking back noticed that Spott- 
ed Eale was missing and turning 
back found him laying on the ground 
face down, Picking him up it 
wag noticed that he was blieed- 
img from the nose. They dtove to 
a neighbor’s houss, intending if he 
was not better by morning to take 
him to the hospital. Later they found 
Spotted Eagle was dead. 

Saturday The Indians connected 
with the party jwere greatly alarmed 
and it was reported that they refused 
to say very much until they had seen 
a lawyer, On the evening of the in- 
quest W. MoLaws of Bassano repre- 
sented the Indians. 

The post-mortem examination, con- 
ducted by Dr. A. G. Scott of Bassano, 
showed Spotted Eagle had died from 
heart failure. 

After hearing all the evidence, th. 
jury which consisted of T. H. Beach. 
Yoreman; A. F, MacCallum, R. Hunter, 
D. Bond, T. Brown and S. E. Dafoe, 
@rought in the following verdict. 

“We, the jury, find that Spotte. 
Eagle came to his death as the resui. 
of a heart attack while intoxicate. 
at approximately 9 o'clock p.m., 01. 
‘July 21st, 1939, on the Blackfoot In 
dian Reserve near the top of Skunk 
Tallow Hill.”

“Which variety of wheat, of oats, 
or of barley, shall I use?” 

This is a question being asked to- 
day by many farmers, and all be- 
ause of the profusion of good var- 

. Jeties which have recently been made 
: available to farmers by the profes- 
sional tireeders. 
' The truth is that there is now no 
longj2r any one variety. that is suit- 
able, such as Marquis used to be, for 
all districts alike. Instead there are 
now particular varieties better suited 
than others for certgin districts. 

How can farmers tell which is the 
best variety for their own, district? 

In the first place a good deal of 
authoritative advice is given, ‘but 
there is a way which farmers can 
observe for themsizlves. At every 
governmental experimental farm, 
illustration station, university’ and 
school of agriculture, plots of many 
varieties are rowing. Also at over 
900 points throughout the ‘west the 
“Crop Testing Plan/’ has installed, 
through the medium of the local 
elevator agents, a demonstration 
plot, which consists of eight recom- 
mended varieties of wheat, six of 
oats and six of barley, Farmers and 
others who visit these plots can, 
therefore, see with their own eyes 
whch varieties are best suited to 
their own distrete.

Sixteen lives were claimed by fites 
in Alberta during 1938 acording to 
the report isgued by E, Trowbridge, 
deputy provincal secretary and fire 
commissoner for Alberta. Fires num- 
‘benéd 1,471 during the calendar year 
as compared with\ 1,506 for 1927 and 
caused losses amounting to $1,456,127 
of which $1,152,549 was insured loss. 
The year’s loss was $122,442 less 
than that of the previous year 

Plea ‘for co-operation of settlers, 
campers ‘ and tourists was issued 
recently by provincial forestry of- 
feials. While no lange fires are known, 
utmost care is requested to prevent 
fires starting.

Conservation And Unemployment 


Since the advent of the great depression and drought era, now nearing 
its tenth birthday, citizens of the west have become more conscious of the 
value of trees and of their importance, value and place in the economic life 
of the country. 

During this decade of trial and tribulation, residents of the prairies 
have observed that while treed areas have not escaped the ravages of 
drought, the effects of drought have been somewhat ameliorated in areas 
plentifully supplied with tree growth. This is mainly due to the moisture 
conservation power of trees in their relation to contiguous land, partly due 
to their ability to prevent or halt erosion and to some extent attributable 
to the fact that such districts by their very nature lend themselves more | 
readily to agricultural diversification. 

As a result of these observations prairie residents have become more 
tree conscious than they were in the days prior to 1929 and this aroused 
interest is reflected in the increased attendance at lectures delivered during 
the annual migrations of the Dominion government's forestry and tree 
planting railway cars and in the keen interest which has developed in the 
-work being done under the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Act and by other 
organizations devoted to conservation work in various forms. 

The public conscience having thus been aroused to the importance, nay 
the necessity of conservation of moisture, it would appear that the time 
has arrived when very general support would be given to any worthwhile 
projects which the governments of the country, both federal and provin- 
cial, might be prepared to undertake, with the dual objective of conserva- 
tion of moisture through afforestation and reforestation and at least a par- 
tial solution of the unemployment problem. To the extent to which these 
two problems could be dealt with under a common project would hearty 
support be forthcoming for such a scheme or series of undertakings.

In The Right Direction 

Just recently it was announced by the P.F.R.A. administration that 
all tis newly created community pastures in Saskatchewan, totalling approxi- 
mately 600,000 acres are to be created game preserves and that custodians | 
of these areas are to be given special training in game conservation as part | 
of a program in which the provincial government, the P.F.R.A. administra- | 
tion and Ducks Unlimited will co-operate, 

The idea seems to be an excellent one, but it might well be further| 
extended to include a substantial program of tree planting in those com- 
munity pastures where conditions lend themselves to such a project, thus 
widening the moisture conservation sphere of influence to adjoining farm 
lands and providing work as a substitute for direct relief for many now on 
the relief rolls. ; | 

Such work, however, need not and should not be confined to areas set 
aside primarily as community pastures and game preserves. It could and) 
should be extended to Dominion and provincial parks and wasteland areas, | 
some of which might appropriately be developed as playgrounds and tour- | 
ist resorts affording a great deal of useful and valuable work for many} 
now idle and creating.assets which. would ultimately ensure some return} 
to the country for the money thus expended. Coupled with the planting 
of treeless areas could well be the improvement of districts of existing | 
natural growth.

Of Wide Value 

Apart altogether from its value to agriculture in the field of moisture 
conservation an active and well thought out forestry program as exempli- | 
fied by new plantings and improvement, preservation and care of existing | 
plantations and of natural growth, would have an intrinsic value of great) 
importance in the industrial and economic life of the country. 

This was pertinently pointed out in the brief submitted last year to the 
Rowell Commission on Dominion-provincial relations by the Foundation of 
Ontario Naturalists in support of their contention that the Federal gov-| 
ernment should take over provincial natural resources or alternatively 
should aid the provinces in developing and conserving them, in the follow- 
ing words: 

“The general prosperity of the Canadian people and Canadian business, 
no matter in what province, both as sources of taxation and conversely as| 
possible recipients of relief, is of vital concern to the Federal government, 
is axiomatic. ' 

“How important, therefore, that the Federal government should be 
concerned that raw materials be available for the construction and build- 
ing industries, for packages, boxes, barrels, etc., of all kinds for shipping 
Canadian produce to home and foreign markets, to railways, telephone and 
telégraph companies for ties, poles and posts and rolling stock; to mines| 
for props and other construction work, to factories for the manufacture of 
furniture, ‘radios, tools, implements and the. hundreds of other things too 
numerous to mention, for fuel and the many uses on the farm.” 

And again the same organization pointed out that: ‘There is the possi- 
bility of employing relief recipients on forest improvement work, such as| 
the building of roads, trails, fire lines, brush disposal, improving and creat- | 
ting tourist camp sites and conveniences, etc., etc. There still remains a 
tremendous amount of such work to be done.” 

Then why not use some of the millions being spent on relief to do 
some of the work and give work to those who have none?

Since warfare has ceased to be the 
chief employment, 100,000 people 
who fled the country have returned. 
Now thanks to Ingrams, a police 
force is being formed to keep order 
in the Hadhramaut. 

Engineers are planning to sink 
artesian wells, and mining experts 
leave shortly to assess the land’s 
mineral wealth. 

A medical policy is also being 
drawn up. 

All this has happened within four 
years and in a speech recently, Sir 
Percy Sykes, veteran administrator 
and soldier, praised Ingram’s achieve- 
ment in concluding a truce as “the 
greatest act of its kind for years, 
if not for generations.” 

‘“Ingrams of Arabia’ first visited 
the Hadhramaut in 1934, when he 
and his wife explored parts of the 
country never before visited by 
Europeans. 

By wearing the robes of the coun- 
try and respecting tribal customs, 
Ingrams soon gained the friendship | 
and trust of the Arab chiefs. 

He is often called in to settle tri-| 
bal disputes and his rulings are 
accepted without question. 

Since he returned to the Had- 
hramaut recently, after spending his| 
leave in England, Ingrams has been 
appointed adviser by several Sultans. | 

The tall Briton receives every as- 
ssistance in his work from the Colo- 
nial Office, and he has the power to 
call up R.A.F. planes if tribes be- 
comes restive.—The People, London.

LINE ELEVATORS 
JOIN IN FORMING 
POOL FOR WHEAT 


Lime country elevator companies 
wil] operate a whieat pool under the 
legislation passed at the last session 
of parliament, it was officially an- 
nounced. ‘ihe pool will be in opera- 
tion in time for the handling of the 
1939 crop and efforts ane being made 
to have the Canadian Wheat Board act 
as selling agent for the pool, Line 
companies operate 3,500 country ele- 
vators thnoughout western Canada. 

A statement issued by the North- 
West Grain Dealers Association an- 
nouncing formation of the pool reads: 

“It is the intention of the line ele- 
tor companies to secune for farmers 
advantage of legislation passed by the 
Dominion Government last year, and 
form wheat pools, Under the terms 
of this legislation, the government 
guarantees such pools a price of 60c, 
basis 1 Northern in store, Fort Wil- 
liam, but this guaranteed price has 
to cover all costs of selling, so that 
the initial advance (would necessarily 
have to be substantially less than 60c. 
However, should the market decline 
much further than it has at present. 
the initial advance might easily be 
higher than the market, and the ele- 
vator companies ieel, therefore, that 
they want to offer a means to their 
customers of securng any such ad 
vantage. 

“Strenuous efforts are being made 
to get the wheat board io act as the 
central selling agency fir all those 
forming pools, as it is o msidered in 
the best inverest of Canaia that there 
should not be two or more competing 
selling agences, 

“There is some discussion amongst 
the line companies concerning the 
formation of coarse grain pools. 
Whether or not this is done will be 
dependent entirely on whether or not 
the initial payent set by the govern- 
ent is high enough to be attractive 
to their customers.”
